Other sources said the survey 
turned up muippreciable Negro 
animosity against the -Guard, 
but indicated a lack of aware- 
ness of it. 

Asked for a copy of the re- 
port or a summary of Its find- 
ings, the Army said: "The 
Army stuff presently is studying 
a paper prepared by the Nation- 
al Guard Bureau with the assist- 
ance of a nongovernment ' re- 
search organization addressing 
.public attitudes toward military 
service and the Guard. 

"The paper is for official use 
onlv and not relcosabie lo the 
public at this time because It is 
an Internal communication."

NEW YORK (AP) - A few 
months after Curtis Carlson Was 
graduated from the University 
of Minnesota, right Into the 
Great Depression, nc formed his 
own company. A year later- he

[s a one-man conglomerate, still 
based In Minneapolis but doing 
S15S million of business a year 
In the United States, Canada, 
Europe, the Caribbean and Ja- 
pan. His goal Is 1300 million by 
1973. 

lot easier to make 
money if you've got It," said 
this expert on .trip subject, who 
now is president or 15 compa- 
nies, director of 7 more and 
trustee or director of 8 civic or 
business organliotlons. 
Since he has been so busy 
I'orklng, because he has con- 
centrated his efforts mostly In 
Minneapolis-based companies 
and because his companies are 
closely held by him, he is sur- 
prisingly little known outside 
the Midwest. 

His honors reflect this. Re- 
cently, for example, he was 
named "outstanding graduate" 
of the University of Minnesota, 
and in 1SG6, in recognition of his 
success and his parentage, was 
selected "Swede of the year" at 
Minneapolis. 

' None of these labels Identifies 
Carlson, however, for unknown 
lo most housewives and other 
Americans, he Is often regarded 
as the man who hooked women 
on' a habit they seem unwilling 
or unable to kick. 

This. Is the trading stamp hab- 
it, which now occupies some 
part of the dny for about 50 mil- 
lion women, who save them, 
lick them, paste them In books 
and redeem them foe about SI 
billion of goods each year. 

Although Corlson personally 
owns Jiotel-motel properties and 
has outdoor advertising inter- 
ests In Iowa. Ohio, Indiana and 
North Carolina, his main busi- 
ness, and his oldest, Is Gold 
Bond Stamp Co.. the firm he 
founded nt age 24. 

Ever since then he has been 
selling- Incentives- designed - to 
move- goods.— He - personally 
manages his businesses and, In 
fact, only recently stepped down 
as' sales manager. "I consider 
myself a peddler," he says. 

To believe Carlson — nnd 
when he paces a room gestlcu 
latlng~~nis voice calm but con- 
vincing. It Is difficult not to lis- 
ten to him — Is to believe that 
stamps never will go out of 
ityle. ., I; 

They Rive housewives Incen- 
tives In shopping. With process- 
ing technology, government reg- 
ulotlons, packaging restrictlons, 
ndvcrtlsing codes and' price 
competition tending to eliminate 
differences in prcducls, slomps 
give something extra, he main- 
tains. 

Carlson also maintains the 
stamp companies stock only 
merchandise that women would 
buy for cash anyway. Rather 
than carrying the entire line of 
a brand, as many stores do, re- 
demption stores "chcrryplck" 
only tho most desirable llcms In 
the line, Carlson explains, 

Efficiency or not, a dilemma 
still exists In the minds ol most 
people about r the contention of 
Carlson and others that stomps 
pay for themselves. , 

If they constitute a gift or two 
cents for every dollar spent, 
then somebody must bear the 
cost. The answer generally glv. 
en by stomp people Is that vol 
ume attracted from other stores 
pays the cost. Perhaps, but 
what hoppens when every store 
In - the neighborhood gives 
stomps? 

Regardless of arguments, 
Carlson now has. been expand- 
ing' opcrations'tnlo coupons af- 
fixed directly to oil kinds or 
merchandise and which con be 
redeemed for cash or combined 
with trading slomps, -and- re- 
deemed for more merchandise. 
, The reasons for Carlson's con- 
fidence that his massive, diver- 
sified operations will continue to 
grow are these:

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government is battling 
inflation with the one weapon it 
most wanted to ayoid— tight 
money. , 

But there are Increasing signs 
in Congress thai two big guns- 
it tax hike and cuts In federal 
spending— may soon be added 'to 
the arsenal of weapons against 
rising prices, • 

Some government , officials 
are convinced Congress is now 
in a mood to act om taxes al- 
though • the details-including 
the spending cuts on whfch con- 
gressmen have insisted— still 
must be worked out. 
■ It's doubtful, however, that 
Uncle-Sam will brg.ln collecting 
higher' taxes from Individual 
Americans— even If Congress fl> 
* nally approves— before July 1, 
nine months after President 
Johnson wanted them to lake, ef- 
fect. 

In proposing the 3D per cent 
Income lax surcharge last Aug. 
3. Johnson indicated a desire to 
avoid a recurrence of the t Ik hi ■ 
— money- policies- which -marked 
1966 and sent Interest rates 
what then were record high.;. 

He asked - for the surchorge to 
take effect for individuals last 
Oct. I and for corporations ret- 
roactive to last July 1. J 
But when Congress refused it 
net last year, the independent 
Federal Reserve Board dfd. 

Its hand was forced by deval- 
uation or the British pound Inst 
November. It raised the borrow- 
ing rate to 4.5 per cent to keep 
money on this side of the Allan- 
tic.

1 Willi worm weather comes ibe 
opportunity to recover the old 
rest after an inactive winter. Tor r" 
jnany it means the excitement 
of planning a new garden; the 
urge to get out and dig in the 
soil, and plant the latest sclec- . 
lions lound In the many flower 
and seed catalogs. 

Tlsc growing season also 
brings with it the common out- 
door haxards of poison ivy, wind-. 
, burn, sunburn, Insect biles, blis- 
ters, minor cuts and abrasions, 
skinned knuckles, puncture 
wound* and other gardening mis- 
fortunes. In many cases just the 
simple use of garden, gloves and 
other protective clothing will be 
of great benefit in safeguarding 
agn/nst these perils, and make 
It. a lot easier to enjoy your 
green thumb activities. 

Garden gtoves offer excellent 
protection Tor hands and wrists 
against many garden hazards, 
but for those misfortunes that 
cannot be prevented, it is always 
. best to be prepared and know 
What to do when they occur. 
Following ore accepted proce- 
dures tor handling the most 
common gardening hazards, 

CUTS AND SCRAPES. If you 
sutler from skinned knuckles, 
scrnned knees or minor cuts, 
wash the wound thoroughly with. 
, soap and water, then cover it 
With an adhesive bandage. A 
good antiseptic also helps* Any 
serious cut or abrasion should 
be treated by a doctor, 

SUNBURN: The most common 
spring and summertime discom- 
fort li sunburn. For most people 
the risk of sunburn cAi be easily 
QVulded. With the use of mod- 
ern protective lotions,, coupled 
Willi limited exposure, severe 
sunburn can be prevented. When 
safeguards are overlooked, and 
painful sunburn results; wash 
"gerilly' with' soap and water; and- *, 
apply a mfltf ofnfmenl. 

SUNSTROKE AND IIF.AT EX- 
HAUSTION. There Is a marked 
dl I [ere nee between these condi- 
tions, Heat exhaustion is the 
milder of the (wo, but a physl- 
.elan should be called in cither 
case. Hoth arc brought on by 
excessive exposure to heat and 
sunrpH'S overexertion. Common 
sense, and working In modera- 
tion, wilt let you condition your 
body for longer work periods. 

POISON IVY. Most gardeners 
can identify poison ivy plants 
and thus avoid physical contact. 
But (his is not always enough 
to avoid affliction. The sap can 
be carried by other people, cloth- 
ing, household pets, even the 
smoke or vapor of a brush fire.

Us- 
ing this precaution you may be 
able to wash away the plant's 
oily sap before it penetrates the 
skin. If not, call your doctor to 
suggest a remedy. 

INSECT BITES: Common 
symptoms of Insect bites are 
swelling and Itching... This can 
be minimized with the use of

repellent spray, used In the area 
in which you pia'n to work, will 
help to minimize the number of 
Insects.

When doing this, or any other 
work on a power mower, the 
spark plug wire should be re- 
moved to prevent accidental 
starting.

One dandelion produces a 
mere 200 seeds, but look at the 
lawns almost solid with yellow 
blossoms and you sec what that 
pc*i can do.. 

One plantain plant produces 
over S5,000 seeds a (.eason. Even 
if only hair sprout and rcseed 
ne.M year, you could have 300 
million seeds threalcfiinj; your 
lawn and garden l»y the third 
year. 

Luckily, applied science and 
'power p.ive us tools to conquer 
weed?;. One of the creates! de- 
velopments In weed control was 
the development of 2,4-D. It Li a 
hij:iily effective herbicide, dc- 
velotwd to control broadlcaf 
weeds. 

From this chemical, scientists 
.developed variations such as 2, 
. Afi-TP and others. These are 
.selective materials. They don't 
harm valuable crosses, bui Ihcy 
do kill broad - leaved weeds, 
duckweed, plantain, dandelion, 
knowwecd, poI Mn ' v y- doj; f cn - 
ncl, curly dofck and many others 
yield to these mnlcrials. 

Spray is easiest and fastest. A 
small tank-type sprayer is best. 
Spray when air is calm to avoid 
drift damage to rases and oilier 
broad -leaved flowers and 
shrubs. 

Mix a tank every time you 
mow. As you walk along, simply 
squirt every weed on your rifiht- 
hand side. A few mowinfis later 
mo"| weeds will be fione. You"

Avoid These Painting Blunders 



NEW YORK (NAPS) — An at- 
tractive, long ■ lasting paint job 
Js the result of more than n 
tfruko of good luck. There are 
ten major blunders that can 
botch up an. otherwise good 
piece "f work, and almost ev- 
ery doit-voursclf painter man- 
ages to commit at least one uf 
(hem nt some lime or other. 

Hut ■ by knowing what they 
arc, and how to- avoid them, 
vou'lt find it easier to give 
painting problems I lie brush-off; 

1. Dripping and Spattering 
may not ruin a good paint job, 
but it does leave you with u 
mess lo clean up later. Protect 
your furnishings with tarpaulins 
or painting "drop cloths". To 
prevent drips, don't dip your 
brush or roller too deeply, sug- 
gest experts at the National 
Company. Avoid the slap-dash 
method, of palming by not roll- 
ing the roller loo fast and by not 
flipping your brush at the end of 
each stroke. 

2. Bleeding mnVes for unat- 
tractive results and can bleed 
you financially, .too, If you have 
in do the iob over.' This staining 
of the paint — over knots or 
sappy places in wood by resins 
nnd gums drawn to the surface 
by heat — can lie prevented by 
removing nil the paint In the 
urea, then seating in the gums 
wilh a coal uf pure shellac, spe- 
cial Vnot sealer or varnish. Ap- 
ply primer then cnnilnuc with 
the normal painting procedure, ; 
Bleeding may also result if you 
try to paint over wood that has 
been treated with creosote. 
Since creosote can't be remov- 
ed, lot surface must be Riven 
multiple coals of paint to pre- 
vent bleeding. 

3. Stickiness is caus'ed by ex- 
cess oil or the wrong type ol oil 
In the paint. Sticky paint can 
sometimes be hardened by wip- 
ing il with turpentine. But If this 
method fails, you're stuck — the 
only thing left to do Is to re- 
move the defective paint and 
start over. 1 

A. Enrlv Chalking — or-ioSs of 



insufficient paint coating. The 
problem 'can be remedied by 
applying an additional coat of 
paint. When doing this, don't 
thin the paint — often a cause 
of chalking In the first place. 

5. mistering frequently results 
when there's moisture in a wood 
surface you're painting. When . 
drawn lo the outer surface, it 
breaks the paint bond, stretch- 
ing and swelling the film. Using 
a latex paint .which Is blister- 
resistant is one good way not to 
be a painter who's ail wet. One 
such paint which shows a Dutch 
Boy on the label, has a "breath- 
ing" action which allows mois- 
ture lo pass through, the paint 
film, enabling you to eliminate 
that long wait Jiir an exterior 
surface to dry ljicr a rain, 

C. Peeling may occur without 
blistering, but olten results from 
the same causes. A greasy or 
oily furface, n previously paint- 
ed surface that's In poor condi- 
tion, or a weight has loosened 



the prime coat arc also major 
causes of peeling. 

1. Mildew occurs under damp 
conditions, whether indoors or 
out, and develops on your new 
paint Job in the form of a rusty 
or sooty deposit. The resistance 
of rendy - mixed paints to mil- ■ 

- dew can be improved by adding 
a fungicide, available at paint 
or hardware stores in a special 
form for mixing with paint. 
Look far a paint that is labeled 
"resistant to stains from both 
mildew and fumes". To avoid 
those unsightly specks — don't 
"speculate" about the paint you 
purchase. 

S. Laps and Brush Marks 
won't make you bristly if~you . 
use the correct palming leeh- 

. . niqucs. To avoid laps, It's wise 
, to paint an entire wall or celling 
before stopping, unless you use 
a latex paint like Nalplcx. which 
makes it possible to stop and 
start when you please without 
laps showing up later. On a por- 



gloss — in small areas Is anoth- 
cr painting blunder that 
shouldn't he glowed over. It's 
caused by the absorption of oil 
from the top coat of paint, by 
the wood beneath. It is apt to

One of ihe most damaging oc- 
currences in sprayers Is ihe cor- 
rotion of metal purls. This us- 
_ .unity results from permitting 
certain spray solulions to re- 
main in Ihe lank for extended 
periods — such as over Wlnler. 

Thoroughly wash out the 
sprayer wiih water and a laun- 
dry detergent, and examine all 
parts for signs of corrosion. If 
some Is found, clean with a wire 
brush. Small crystals formed by 
corrnsfofi will clog Ihe nozzle. 

After the sprayer has been 
thorouithly washed, fill the tank 
wllh clean water , and test the 
spray patlcm lo make certain 
the pokIc Is not clogged. A 
clogged nozzle is nol uncom- 
mon; it can happen quite often 



during the season by pnrtkJes ot 
dust, sand or soli getting mixed 
up.with the/ spray. To clear the 
noizlc, remove it from the 
sprayer and ream with a length 
of thin wire. If this fails lo 
unclog It, flush and reverse* 
Mush with clear water until ihe 
particles have been disludged. 

Examine the label on all old 
spray insecticides. If the label 
has been oblitcraicd, throw ihe 
chemical out. Check the label 
to sec whether storage will re- 
duce Us effectiveness, ' If is 
doubt, throw out. 

11 is best to start the garden 
spraying season with a fresh 
supply of a versatile insecticide 
that can be used on all plants. 
Then It is not necessary, lo mix 
separate chemicals for all dif- 
ferent plants. For instance, (he 
insect control Spcctracldc can 
be used on fruits and vcgctnblci 
hs'well as card en plants, 
shrubs, (roes and the fawn. 

Tie spray program should be 
started as early as possible and 
continue through the season. 
Spraying all garden" plants regu- 
larly every ten days to iwo 
weeks, will keep Insect popula- 
tions to a minimum and allow 
you lo enjoy a lush, green, heal- 
ihy garden through summer and 
to the fall.

Pruning Aids 
Tree Growth; 
Tips Listed 

Healthy, beautiful trees spread 
shade,' bear fruit, bring green- 
ery lo home scenery, But If 
they're to keep on doing all 
these things, they must bo 
pruned. 

Afore and more homeowners 
. arc tackling ihc Important job 
of pruning on a do-it-yourself 
■ basis. For their guidance, here 
are some tips". 

£arly spring is the best 
time to prune, giving cutting 
wounds on the tree a chance to 
deal during fate spring growth. 

Exceptions are "bleeders" — 
•notably, maples and -birches. 
They, exude much sap .when cut- 
during "the dormant period, and,, 
should be cut during the full 
growth of summer. 

When pruning, make the cuts ' 
at a Joint and make (liem clean 
nnd even. If a slump or lip Is 
)eli behind, a callus won't be 
able lo form over (he wound and 
it will remain open to Infection. 

In severing Inrge limbs, avoid 
tearing the bark. Try undercut- 
ting about a third or a quarter 
of the way through the bottom 
of the limb bcrorc starting lo cut 
from the top. It's afso -hcTpful (o ■ 
lessen the weight of tlic branch - 
by removing several sections be- ' 
fore making the final cut. ■*"' 

Secure large limbs with a rope 
before cutting. 

For safety's soke, be sure no 
one Is under the tree during 
pruning, or In position to be 
struck by a falling limy. If prun- 
ing requires climbing" high, use 
a safety rope. 

When any limb larger than a 
twenty-five cent piece is cut. the 
wound should be dressed to 
speed healing. Asphall mixtures 
arc popular for this work, be- 
cause they are easy to apply 
and weather well, but pine tar 
is also effective, as well as Dor- 
deaux mixture, or copper sul- 
phate. 

To apply mixture, try tying a 
brush to a pole and working 
from the ground. Balancing on 
,i limb witb a brush In one band 
and a can In the other can be 
dangerous. 

With ihefr high- speed' nnd 
light weight, chain saws can 
ease the work of tree pruning. 
In fact, pruning is one of the 
major uses homeowners find for 
- chain saws, according to a re- 
cent survey which also showed 
that one American household In 
10 now numbers a chain saw 
among Its tools. 

The survey, which was con- 
ducted by Omark Industries, 
manufacturer of cutting chain 
for use In forestry work, re- 
ported that of thousands of saw 
owners micrv Jewed, 2i.2 per 
cent said they had been asked 
at least once to lend the tool lo 
if frfend or neighbor— n statistic, 
which led Guy Snbln, vice-presi- 
dent of Omark, lo remark: ■ 

"Homeowners who have a 
rhain saw soon find their neigh- 
hors nrcn't coming orcund to 
-burrow-- tlio-lawn-molvcr_nny. 
more, They want the chain 
saw!"

Window Shades Can Be 
No-Cost Repair Item 



.Winded shades can be 
Ing as well ns a means for 
achieving privacy. Sometimes 
they, wind up without reason, 
offering no privacy at all. Other, 
limes they relusc to roll up at 
all. „ 

Any part of a window shade - 
Is easily repaired or replaced. 
-While complete shade replace- 
ment Is not terribly expensive, 
sometimes a simple repair can 
be made with no expense. 
Should you replace a shade, sal- 
vage the parts from the old 
roller. They can be useful for 
later repairs. 

Understanding how a shade Is 
constructed makes it easier for 
you to repair. 

The shade Is fastened lo a 
wooden roller wilh staples, tacks 
or tape. 



Inside the roller Is a coil 
Spring wilh a dowl inside. At 
one end of the roller Is a sta- 
tionary pin. At the other is a 
flat, rotating pin. Metal end 
caps protect the parts. 

Tiny pawls lit into slots at 
the- end with the rotating pin. 
The force of relation releases 
the pawls which In turn causes 
the spring to raise the shade. 
When you slop the shade's 
■ movement Ihc pawls drop into 
place and focfc ihc roller in that 
position. 

Now — when a shade doesn't 
roll up, what do you do? In- 
crease the spring tension by 
pulling the shade down a few 
turns. Then remove -tho roller 
from the brackets and rail up 
the shade tightly. Put it back 
and try again. If the tension 



is now too great, remove the 
roller and unwind t he s hade a 
couple ol turns. 

Check the pawls to see if they 
ore stuck. They drop "In, place 
by gravity. If lubrication seems 
in order, use graphite, not oil. 
Oil becomes gummy, picks up 
dirt. 

The spring may be broken 
If these measures fail. Get a 
new roller, 

A shade lhat snaps up for 
no reason has a spring that It 
too tight. Roll the shade to the 
top, remove roller from braclc- 



Noihing freshens up porches 
like lunging baskets of trailing 
plants suspended from beams or 
roller*.

Sparked by the lien ut Mention, 
n fine business nnd professional 
district 'developed nlong'the- 
slrcet.' Property, .values soon 
rose 10^,300 per front foot.- 

One of the most encouraging 
things about litter prevention is 
thafneatness breeds neatness, 
~ "Wltcn n" piece" orproperty has 
been cleaned up, it tends to re- 
main litter free, nnd it sets a 
good example that is likely to 
be followed bv the neighbors," 
says Mr. Seed. "One good ex- 
ample can mushroom Into a 
community trend."

net space and countcrtop work; 
area allows: Four to seven feet 
between the sink and refrigera- 
tor; four to six feet between 
the sink and range; and four 
to nine feet between the range 
and refrigerator.

When designing a garden from 
scratch on a bare Jot. or re- 
landscaping the yard of an older 
home, it's sometimes hard to 
wait long enough for the young 
plants to attain their full 
growth. The temptation Is to 
substitute ■ fast - growers and 
large showy specimens in order 
to achieve an immediate effect. 

Yet, according to landscape 
Architect Oaryl R. May, that 
can spell ruin for, the garden 
and loss of the home - owner's 
investment (n time and money, 
for the final effect Is likely to 
be a far cry from the original' 
intent. 

There aro, however, ways to 
create a good appearance right 
from the start. A bit of the bud- 
get can be spent on a few ncar- 
. mature, plants to help balance 
[he use or so many young sped- ' 
mens. Adding a few Interesting, 
materials In containers around 
patios and entrance areas docs 



toward creating a 
more settled appearance In the 
young garden. , 

"Perhaps most important of 
all," said May, "is to Include a ' 
backdrop lor p 1 n.n 1 1 nj; beds, 
something that fills ■Tn-^paco 
while plants arc growing and 
seta them off when they reach 
maturity. A fence is an excellent 
choice for this purpose. It lends 
stability right away and makes 
the most of even the smallest 
shrub. 

"The fence doesn't need to bo 
fancy to do the job," May point- 
ed out. "In fact, the plain board 
fence is frequently the best 
choice since It won't dominate 
the scene. A light touch Is need- 
ed, however, and use of lx4-lnch 
fence boards gives it to cither a 
tall or low structure."
